You think of Berlin as it was 
in 1946 when the bulldozers plowed 
passage through the rubble, and 
the stench of bodies in the ruins 
competed with the musty smell 
of burned out ruins, sewer gases 
and the sour reek of misery. 


Some of the old ruins still are 
there in East Berlin. You stare 
up at the apartments on Stalin 
Allee.

The flag of 
international communism is solid 
red. Each nation that adopts it 
adds its special designations. 


Women lean out of some of the 
windows or from a _ balcony. 
Mostly they are middle-aged, or 
older. You look at them, but they 
stare past you. There is no smile. 


Red Flags 


You wonder about the red flags. 
They are few. It cannot mean 
other than that some special Com- 
munist, perhaps the commissar 
of the apartment building, is show- 
ing his loyalty. 


In West Berlin you have seen 
letters from some of the Eastern 
residents of the apartments into 
which you stare. They were 
signed merely by a letter or so 
from a first name. They spoke of 
despair, of prayer, but none men- 
tioned hope. 


You stop to copy down a slogan 
on a banner across the street or 
in a window. “Unser Kampfpro- 
gram Fur Die Bandgundes West- 
deutches militaraismos.” ... “Er 
Zeigt den wen die einhalt in die 
gluckliche zukumft und die ein- 
heit der deutches nation.” .. 
There were more of these. They 
denounce West German mnilitar- 
ism and say there will be happi- 
ness only when there is a social- 
ist united nation. 


There is a little shop window in 
which are two small record 
players and a dozen or so records 
are on display. There is a sign:

And the federal German elec- 
tions have so weakened Chancel- 
lor Adenauer’s position that one 
can no longer predict with flat 
certainty how Bonn’s long-range 
policy will evolve. 

The foundation of Adenauer’s 
personal attitude was that total 
alignment with the West would in 
the end secure East Germany’s 
liberation and return. But after 
all these years that solution, 
never realistic, seems even more 
distant than before. There are in- 
creasing murmurs of some kind 
of de facto acknowledgement of 
the East German state. 

As long ago as May 1959, Fi- 
nance Minister Erhard told me: 

“We must accept that the 
chances of a Berlin solution might 
come sooner than anything else. 
You can’t reunite Germany in one 
jump. A confederation of the two 
Germanies cannot be attempted 
yet. But it is possible to begin 
on technical cooperation and such 
things as freedom of movement.”’ 

Defense Minister Strauss is 
tough towards the Russians and 
he will do everything now to 
have Parliament enact a law in- 
creasing military service from 
12 to 18 months. He is 
anything that smacks of a “deal” 
between Bonn and Moscow. But

It is a symbol, usually, both of 
his achievements and his frustra- 
tions. It is, usually, the place 
where he is concentrating all his 
strength to try, at the eleventh 
hour, to wrest yet one more leg- 
islative action from the tired men 
on Capitol Hill. 


This time, however, the Amer- 
ican president, John F.. Kennedy, 
centers all his urgent activity not 
upon persuading Congress to pass 
just one more bill, but rather 
upon an effort to save the life of 
the Congress of this earth, the 
United Nations. 


The great Western powers are 
not always moved wholly by un- 
selfish considerations in the U.N.

And by 
the time the sun rises up out of the Shores’ pasture she is abroad in her world. 


A late-abed visiting daughter 
dare not sprawl in the sack 
taking her ease after 6 a.m. 
Not that Muv: decrees it that 
way. It just works out that way. 

“Child, you can sleep,”’ she 
tells me when I grope my way 
to the kitchen. “‘It’s your vaca- 
tion and you need rest!”’

The survey showed earnings of 
women office workers increased 
22.2 per cent from 1956 to 1961. 
Over the same period, Bagdon 
said, earnings of skilled mainte- 
nance men were up 23.9 per cent; 
unskilled plant workers, 15.9 per 
cent, and women industrial nurs 
es, 21 per cent. 


During the same period, Bag- 
don said, the Atlanta consumer 
price indnex advanced 9.1 per 
cent. 


According to the survey aver- 
age weekly salaries of secretaries 
—numerically the most important 
office occupation in Atlanta—ad- 
vanced 21.8 per cent, from $71 in 
1956 to $86.50 in 1961. Among 82 
major industrial centers surveyed 
during 1960-61, Bagdon said, av- 
erage weekly salaries of secre- 
taries ranged from $71 in Little 
Rock, Ark., to $110 to Wilming- 
ton, Dela. 


Average hourly earnings of At- 


lanta general maintenance me- 
chanics, one of the occupations in- 
cluded in the skilled maintenance 
group, advanced 22.5 per cent— 
from $2 in 1956 to $2.45 in 1961. 
Automotive mechanics here 
earned an average of $1.90 in 1956 
and $2.54 in 1961, an increase of 
33.7 per cent. Average hourly 
earnings for these employes 
ranged from a low of $2.10 in 
Chattanooga during 1960-61 to a 
high of $3.22 in San Francisco. 

In the unskilled group hourly 
earnings of Atlanta material han- 
dling laborers were 20 per cent 
higher in 1961 than in 1956, ad- 
vancing from $1.35 to $1.62. Earn- 
ings for male janitors, porters 
and cleaners in Atlanta aver- 
aged $1.12 in 1956 and $1.32 in 
1961—an increase of 17.8 per cent. 
The nationwide 1960-61 survey 
showed that hourly rates for ma- 
terial handling laborers were 
lowest at $1.28 in Greenville, S.C., 
and Jackson, Miss., and highest 
at $2.58 in San Francisco. 


Average weekly earnings for 
women industrial nurses in At- 
lanta rose from $78.50 in 1956 
to $95 in 1961. During 1960-61 
highest salaries for this occupa- 
tion were paid in the Beaumont- 
Port Arthur, Tex., area at $116.50

Sumner Welles, 68

He graduated from Harvard in 
1914 and entered the diplomatic 
service a year later. His first posi- 
tion was as first secretary in the 
U.S. Embassy in Tokyo. He sub- 
sequently served as high commis- 
sioner to Santo Domingo. 


He resigned from the diplomatic 
service in 1922 and returned un- 
der Roosevelt. 


WROTE BEST-SELLER 


Following his second retirement 
in 1943 he wrote on foreign af- 
fairs. He wrote the best-seller 
“The Time for Decision.” 


Welles was instrumental in or- 
ganizing the United Nations. He 
was one of the principals assigned 
by Roosevelt to work on the for- 
mulation and organization of the 
world body. 


Welles was married three times. 
His first marriage was in 1915 
to Esther Slater of Boston and 
ended in divorce in 1923. He had 
two sons by his first wife—Ben- 
jamin Slater and Arnold Nelson 
Slater.

Democrats and Republicans 
alike, both Northerners and South- 
erners, paid tribute to the Geor- 
gian in speeches in the House 
when he announced he was retir- 
ing. He was praised for his ear- 
nestness,. his conscientiousness 
and attentiveness to duty and his 
knowledge of legislation on com- 
mittees to which he was assigned. 


Informed of Brown’s death, 
Rep.

Georgia, with one 
district out of 198 desegregated, 
would receive 50 per cent plus 
about one-half of 1 per cent of 
the other 50 per cent. 


Commissioner Rankin, in his 
dissent compared the recom- 
mendation to the Powell amend- 
ment and opposed it on the 
grounds that it might have a 
punitive effect. “I do not believe 
that school children should be 
made to suffer for the errors of 
their elders,”’ he said. 


By number, the other recom- 
mendations made by the com- 
mission in the report, which is the 
second of its 5-volume 1961 re- 
port to the President and Con- 
gress (the first was on voting 
rights), were: 


3. Legislation that would expe- 
dite court hearings in the field of 
discrimination in public education.

If the study shows some 
are attending compulsory segre- 
gated schools, steps should be 
taken to insure their education in 
public or on-base schools that 
are not segregated.

the Russians, the United Nations, 
the neutrals and the Republicans. 


The expected end of Congress 
this week provides an escape for 
reflection and review. The Berlin 
crisis and the constitutional crisis 
at the United Nations have forced 
a reappraisal. The President is 
besieged with advice on all these 
major relationships and, while no- 
body knows what course he will 
follow, the general outlines of the. 
issues and advice under discussion 
can be, defined. 


U.S.-Soviet Relations 


The President's preoccupation in 
his relations with the USSR is 
how to avoid a miscalculation in 
Moscow of Washington's inten- 
tions over Germany. The President 
tried to make clear to Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev in Vienna 
that, while the United States was 
willing to negotiate some changes 
in the status quo, it would not 
tolerate the destruction of West 
Berlin freedom. 

Kennedy came away convinced 
that Khrushchev was not prepared 
for a rational discussion of what 
was and was not negotiable, but 
that Khrushchev felt, probably 
on the basis of Washington's rec- 
ord in Cuba and Laos, that the 
United States, and particularly 
the other Western Allies, would 
not fight for Germany and that 
therefore Moscow could be ex- 
tremely bold in pressing its de- 
mands, 


This may or may not be the 
impression Khrushchev intended 
to leave with the President, but 
this is the impression he did in 
fact leave: That Moscow was 
convinced it could force the Ger- 
man solution it wanted and that 
the West would accept even a 
humiliating defeat rather ! 
fight. 


The present debate in Washing- 
ton therefore is centering, not 
on such negotiable questions as 
the German boundaries with Po- 
land, de facto recognition of the 
Communist East German regime, 
or the future armaments of West 
Germany—all of which this gov- 
ernment is already discussing 
privately in Washington—but on 
the threshold question of how 
to convince Khrushchev that the 
United States will fight rather 
than allow the destruction of West 
Berlin’s freedom and the humilia- 
tion and dismemberment of the 
NATO alliance. 


If this preliminary point can 
be established, either by a solmen 
warning to Khrushchev, as Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle and some 
of Kennedy’s advisers here have 
proposed, or by discussion be- 
tween Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko, then the 
other questions of boundaries, 
armaments and the relations with 
East Germany can be discussed. 
This, so far as one can find out, 
is the U.S. position at the moment. 


That is to say, removal of the 
threat or possibility of war by 
miscalculation is the first prior- 
ity; then, if that can be done, the 
prospect of serious, rational nego- 
tiations on the future of Berlin 
and Germany, on disarmament 
and on nuclear testing will follow.

Instead of more cooperation 
with France, as Kennedy con- 
fidently expected after his visit 
to De Gaulle last May, there has 
been less in the last few months. 
And while the British government 
has been tougher in the German 
crisis than in any time in recent 
years, the rise of pacifist senti- 
ment in Britain has introduced 
= element of doubt in Washing- 


U.S.-Neutral Relations 


Kennedy’s experience with the 
neutral nations in these last eight 
months has been even more disil- 
lusioning, probably because he 
came to office. with a highly 
idealistic estimate of the opinion 
of the new sovereign states of 
Africa and Asia. 


During his campaign for the 
presidency, Kennedy talked more 
about the problems of the emerg- 
ing nations of Africa than he did 
about the Western alliance. After 
he came to power, though he 
originally promised to avoid too 
many ceremonial visits for at 
least six months, he spent a great 
deal of time receiving the lead- 
ers of the new nations and iden- 
tifying the United States with 
their aspirations. 

In these meetings at the White 
House, there has been a great 
deal of talk about the principle 
of self-determination and the im- 
portance of disarmament and ban- 
ning nuclear testing. But when the 
non-aligned nations met at Bel- 
grade in the middle of the Berlin 
crisis and just after Moscow 
broke the nuclear test-ban, these 
nations, who had been so as- 
sertive in supporting the principle 
of self-determination for the Afri- 
cans and Asians, showed little in- 
terest in self-<determination for 
the Germans and were prudently 
moderate in their reaction to the 
Soviet nuclear tests. 


Maybe it was naive, as some 
of the President’s more experi- 
enced aides and Allies asserted, 
to expect anything more from the 
neutrals than a cautious double 
standard of criticism of the United 
States and the U.S.S.R., but the

Kennedy and led him to write 
into the foreign-aid bill the stipu- 
lation that United States aid

U.S.-U.N. Relations 


The death of Hammarskjold 
added to this pattern of reap 
praisal in Washington.

However, he had begun, 
in his pragmatic way, to see the 
United Nations as a practical in- 
strument for opposing Soviet vio- 
lation of the charter of the United 
Nations and in the last few.

Kennedy’s restraint in Laos and 
in Cuba, Kennedy's willingness to 
talk about bringing Communist 
China into the United Nations and 
his support for membership in 
that body for Outer Mongolia.

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Congo Acts To Absorb Gizenga Troops |

LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo— 
The Congolese National Army 
Sunday appeared to be taking the 
first tentative steps toward uni- 
fication of its command. 


A delegation of high-ranking 
officers representing Gen. Victor 
Lundula, commander of units in 
the Stanleyville area, arrived in 
the capital early Sunday. The of- 
ficers said they expected Lundula 
to join them here shortly. 


Lunduia had been commander 
of troops controlled by the now- 
defunct Soviet-backed regime of 
Antoine Gizenga. When Gizeng 
accepted the vice-premiership in 
the new Central Government of 
Premier Cyrille Adoula, Lamdula 
remained in Stanleyville and re- 


fused to integrate his troops with 
the Congolese army. 


Lundula’s personal position re- 
mains uncertain. He was stripped 
of his rank by President Joseph 
Kasavubu and has not been rein- 
stated. 


It is believed that Lundula’s 
decisions to send a delegation 
here was prompted by the recent 
fighting in Katanga Province.

Dr. Cannon is probably the 
only doctor in the world who 
is paid with rocks for bringing 
a child into the world. The rocks 
are used to build the hospital, 
which, though only one wing is 
finished, is already a_ visible 
part of the mountain commun- 
ity. 

This soft - spoken, 60-year-old 
man, is not inclined to talk 
about himself. But the local 
people do it for him, and with 
affection and awe. 


“He is the closest man to 
Christ,” one said. 


“He helps anybody, whether 
you have a cent or not,” said 
another. 


DESPERATE NEED 


Dr. Cannon is unassuming, al- 
most self-effacing. He is dis- 
turbed by suffering.

principle, on which my hospital 
is built.” 


Dr. Cannon first came to Bal- 


sam Grove in 1953, to rest. On 
the first Sunday of his stay he 
saw 92 patients. He realized that 
the community was in desperate 
need of medical care. 


He found Sunday is the day 
people come for treatment, be- 
cause on that day they don't 


are of good 
stock,” Dr. Cannon said. “Even 
if they are sick during the 
whole week, they work through 
and wait till Sunday to see me.” 


Dr. Cannon bought the land on 
which the hospital is located a 
few years ago. He had already 
finished a hospital in Pickens, 
S.C., in memory of his father, 
a revered general practitioner 
who is still talked about by the 
mountain people as if he were 
alive. 


It is a saga how the old doc- 
tor, who visited his patients on 
horseback, delivered a baby two 
days before his death at the age 
of 83, carried his doctor’s satch- 
el — practically a little 
pharmacy — tucked on the sad- 
die as he rode into the moun- 
tains with no roads in snow and 
rain. 


The new hospital is being built 
of smooth, flat river rock. 


The doctor said, “Ever since 
we started holding clinic in 
Balsam Grove, we ask each 
patient to bring two good-sized 
rocks to pay for the visits. Pret- 
ty soon we had a big pile of 
rocks to build with.” 


Dr. Cannon operates a clean 
but too small clinic in a small 
house in Balsam Grove. He will 
continue to work here until the 
hospital is built and equipped. 


The hospital will be a public 
center. It will belong to the 
people of the community, who 
put in 38,000 hours of free labor 
towards its construction between 
1955 and 1961. 


The hospital will serve be- 
tween 8,000 and 10,000 poor 
mountain people in the remote 
parts of the mountains of three 
counties.

Clean the 
Medicine 


Cabinet, Too 


In the course of her fall 
housecleaning, many a home- 
maker prefers to ignore the 
family medicine cabinet. With 
its assortment of jars, tubes 
and bottles, it’s often left for a 
rainy day. 


However, if the medicine cab 
inet is going to be of service, 
it should be kept up to date. 
Old and unlabeled drugs should 
be thrown away, and the cabinet 
kept stocked with fresh sup- 
plies. 


Here’s a checklist on what 
to keep and what to throw out, 
prepared by the Lysol Home 
Health Information Bureau: 


1. Tablet preparations usual- 
ly are good until the tablets 
themselves show signs of crum- 
bling or deterioration. 


2. Solutions are safe as long 
as they don’t change color and 
stay clear and free of residue. 


3. Medicines in suspension are 
long-lived, but tend to settle. So 
be sure to shake well before 
using. 


Don't keep a bottle around 
with the label missing. Either 
replace the label as soon as it 
comes off or else throw the 
bottle away.

The Nashville chapter of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
delivered its appeal to Gov. Price 
Daniel of Texas, chairman of the 
Southern Governors’ Conference, 
and sent a copy to Vice President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, who will be 
the main speaker Monday night. 
Early arrivals among the 16 chief 
executives of Southern and border 


states declined any immediate 
comment. 


The formal business of the con- 
ference does not begin until Mon- 
day. It was preceded by a recep- 
tion Sunday night at the residence 
of Tennessee Gov. Buford El- 
lington. 


TIED TO DEVELOPMENT 


The conference _ traditionally 
avoids matters of controversy 
and limits its discussions to such 
items as law enforcement, high- 
ways, nuclear energy and indus- 
trial development. 


The NAACP appeal was tied 
directly to the question of indus- 
trial development, a question dear 
to the heart of all Dixie governors 
who consider new industry the an- 
swer to Southern economic prob- 
lems. 


“It is a fact that good race 
relations is good business, and the 
removal of racial barriers in 
such areas as education and em- 
ployment will pay significant divi- 
dends to the economy of the South 
and the nation by creating more 
manpower potential which is so 
vitally needed,’’ the NAACP state- 
ment said. “This, at the same 
time, would help eliminate pov- 
erty and the burden of low in- 
come dependents, such having 
been characteristics of the South 
for too long. 


“On the other hand, poor race 
relations, tensions, conflict and re- 
sistance to change is bad busi- 
ness and not good for the econ- 
omy of the South. Thus, at its 
present stage of development, the 
South, under your leadership, 
must meet the challenge of pro- 
gressive race relations if it is to 
prosper and catch up with the

Not since the passing of opera’s fabled “Golden 
Age,” so long lamented by lovers of the art, has there 
been an operatic event to compare with the trium- 
phant emergence of soprano Joan Sutherland as one 
of the great singers of all time.

but because there were no 
longer any singers who could 
negotiate the technical tours-de- 
force they demanded.

Joan Sutherland’s greatest 
fame so far has been in the 
coloratura repertoire; but her 
astonishing versatility encom- 
passes practically the whole of 
the vecal literature, and she 
was first engaged by Covent 
Garden in 1952 for the heavier 
dramatic roles. The rare union 
of flexibility in the high regis- 
ter and richness of tone through- 
out her range has led older 
epera-goers (and those who 
cherish early recordings) to 
hail her as a singer truly worthy 
of opera’s “Golden Age.” 

Joan’s Australian mother had 
aspired to be a singer, but her 
parents had no wish to see 


their daughter on the stage, so 
the aspiration remained unful- 
filled. 

Mrs. Sutherland was quick to 
recognize her daughter’s un- 
usual talent but she did not 
permit Joan to undertake vocal 
studies until she was old enough 
to do so without harm to her 
voice, nor would she allow her 
daughter to appear in public 
performance until she was 
grown up.

In 1947 Joan Sutherland made 
what might be called her proper 
debut, in a concert performance 
of Purcell’s Dide and Aeneas in 
Sydney, and from then on she 
made steady progress in estab- 
lishing herself as one of Aus- 
tralia’s leading singers. 


In 1950 she appeared in her 
first stage performance of an 
operatic work—Sir Eugene Goos- 
sens’ Judith, in its Australian 
premiere.

About once a week a 
TV western hero drives 
a stagecoach off a cliff 
or runaway horses smash 
the coach to pieces 
against a boulder. For 
viewers, this is action and 
adventure; for Glen C. 
Sloan of Fort Gibson, 
Okla., it’s the sound of 
dollars crinkling in the 
till. 


During each of these scenes, 
Mr. Sloan perches in front of 
his TV screen and, watching 
gleefully, clocks the numerals 
as they pile up in his bank- 
book each time a carriage 
careens out of the scene. 


Sloan is a big wheel in the 
highly specialized business of 
making stagecoaches and the 
more that are wrecked, the 
more he collects for his handi- 
work. His handmade replicas 
of historical coaches are turned 
out on the average of one a 
month. 


“TV westerns are my best 
customers,” says Mr. Sloan, 
“and script writers are my best 
salesmen. They keep writing 
in those wild scenes and I know 
that another order will be on 
the way real soon.” 

He has been in the business 
only a few years. A friend, 
whose hobby was collecting and 
refinishing old coaches, per- 
suaded Sloan to repair and re- 
store one of his collector’s items

“tf IT had one wish; if I had an Aladdin’s lamp,” 
Jack Benny said, “I would ask for one year as a great 
concert artist—no kidding. One year of glory, that’s 


all.” 
Although he isn’t, admittedly, 


a great concert artist, Benny 
has one night of glory coming 
up that makes him envied by 
every~ one artist he ever 
envied. 


Wednesday on the CBS Tele- 
vision Network, Carnegie Hall, 
no less, pays official tribute te 
violinist Benny in a special pro- 
gram entitled ‘‘Carnegie Hall 
Salutes Jack Benny.” The per- 
formance, taped in Carnegie 
Hall, cites Benny for raising 
$2,500,000 in 22 benefit concerts 
held primarily to aid musicians’ 
pension and endowment funds 
around the country.

Defends Title 


Welterweight champion 
Emile Griffith of New 
York defends his title for 
the third time when he 
takes on former champ 
Benny “Kid” Paret of 
Cuba Saturday at Madi- 
son Square Garden, N.Y., 
in a 15-round bout to be 
carried by ABC-TV at 10 
p.m. on “Fight of the 
Week.” 

Don Dunphy is the commen- 
tator. 

Griffith, 23, won the title 
from Paret last April 1, in 
Miami Beach on a knockout in 
the 13th round. Since then he 
has successfully defended 
against Gaspar Ortega June 3, 
in Los Angeles, scoring a 12th 
round knockout. 

In his last fight, a non-title 
contest, he beat middleweight 
Yama Bahama in 10 rounds 
July 29, in New York. 

That was Griffith’s 25th vic- 
tory in 27 fights since turning 
pro in 1958. He has scored nine 
knockouts. Prior to turning pro 
he won the Golden Gloves wel- 
terweight title. He has won his 
last nine fights. 

Paret, 24, has not fought 
since he lost the title to Griffith. 
He won the title from Don 
Jordan in 15 rounds May 27, 
1960, and successfully defended 
it by beating Federico Thomp- 
son in 15 rounds Dec. 10, 1960, 
in New York. 

In 46 fights since turning pro 
in 1955, he has won 33, nine by 
knockouts, with three draws.

Novels Came From Danger 


How Ernest Hemingway's 
writing ‘‘came directly out of 
the colorful and dangerous life 
he lived’ will be a major theme 
of “‘Hemingway,” a presenta- 
tion of NBC-TV’s “Du Pont 
Show of the Week’’ Sunday. 

The program will draw upon 
one of the largest collections of 
still photographs of Hemingway 
ever assembled, as well as some 
rare films, in chronicling the 
noted author’s life from boy- 
hood until his recent death. It 
will quote extensively from 
sources never before used to 
show his views on his world and 
times, his diverse interests, the 
code by which he lived and his 
attitude toward his work. 

Chet Huntley will narrate the 
story. Actor Andrew Duggan 
will narrate quotations from the 
works of Hemingway. Quota- 


tions from Gertrude Stein, Lin- 
coln Steffens and others who 
knew Hemingway will be used 
to illuminate facets of his ca- 
reer and personality. 

“Hemingway” is being writ- 
ten, directed and produced by 
Julian Claman. 

The story shows how Hem- 
ingway’s life and work “fed 
each other’’—that ‘he was the 
figure in whose image nearly 
all his heroes were made.”’ His 
experiences in Italy in World 
War I, where he was badly 


wounded and where he was in 
love with a nurse who left him, 
hurting him deeply, was the 
background 10 years later for 
his novel, “A Farewell to 
Arms.” 

When Hemingway returned 
from the war, giving evidence 
of being deeply troubled, he 
sought solace in the peace of 
the Michigan woods he had 
loved as a boy and the ‘clean 
pleasure of fishing.’”’ That epi- 
sode was recreated in “Big 
Two-Hearted River,’’ and in this 


and other stories Hemingway 
was the boy Nick Adams. 


Hemingway was Jake Barnes 
in “The Sun Also Rises,’’ Rob- 
ert Jordan in “For Whom the 
Bell Tolls’ and Colonel Cant- 
well. in “‘Across the River and 
nito the Trees.”” The Cuban fish- 
erman in “The Old Man and 
the Sea’’ was a different na- 


generic Hemingway hero’ and 
“lived by the same code: cour- 
age is the major virtue.” 

The program follows Heming- 
way through his youth, his days 
as a cub reporter on the Kansas 
City Star, his daring feats as an 
ambulance driver with the Red 
Cross in Italy and his service 
with the Italian infantry.

Belafonte Back In Carnegie 


“BELAFONTE RETURNS TO 
CARNEGIE HALL”: Harry

‘That Belafonte is an andi- 
dience grabber with powers 
shared only by a relative few 
(Judy Garland, Frank Sinatra, 
Nikita Khrushchev and Billy 
Graham) there is no doubt. 


As a showman, he is rarely 


equalled or beaten, and as a 
singer, he can move an entire 
packed house to tears or gales 
of laughter. 


This album (a_two-record 
set) is worth every penny paid 
for it because it not only fea- 
tures the incomparable Bela- 
fonte, but a mnilliox. dollars 
worth of other musical talent. 

Belafonte’s ‘‘Suzanne” — will 
never be equalled for heart and 
soul singing; his ‘“‘La Bamba’’ 
and “Old King Cole” are 
equally good. The latter two 
are tremendous in their crowd 
appeal and new to the singer’s 
recordings. 


With Odetta he does a very 
funny “Hole in the Bucket,” 
and alone she drives her bari- 
tone voice into an impassioned 
“‘Waterboy.”’ 


Miriam Makeba does won- 
ders with an African folk song, 
called for lack of a pronounce- 
able English name, ‘The Click 
Song.”’ 


Then there is the hilarious 
Chad Mitchell Trio, easily ri- 
valing the Kingston Trio or The 
Limelighters as the country’s 
best folk singing group. This 
recording makes one wonder 
why they have not been given 
their own album to do. Their 
best number on this one is a 
witty ditty called “The Ballad 
of Sigmund Freud.” 

Finally there are the Bela- 
fonte Folk Singers and a hard- 
driving, stirring rendition of 
**‘Ox Drivers.”
